pledges support 


MANILA, the Philippines (AP) — 
President Ford and Philippine President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos declared Sunday 
that U.S. military bases here “ remain 
important in maintaining an effective 
United States presence in the Western 
Pacific.” 
In a communique issued on the final 
day of Ford’s 23-hour visit, the two presi­ 
dents said an American presence in the 
Pacific supports mutual objectives of 
promoting peace and progress. Ford also 
had stressed American interest in Asia 
Saturday during a stoqover in Jakarta, 
Indonesia, after a five-day visit to Peking. 
Marcos has called for a renegotiation 
of the agreem en ts under which 
Washington maintains installations at 
Subic Bay and Clark Air Base, and this 
was a major theme in the communique. 
It said “there should be an early re­ 
view of the steps necessary to conclude 
the negotiations” and the talks “ should 
be conducted in the clear recognition of 
Philippine sovereignty.” 
Ford and Marcos also agreed “ it was 
timely to conclude negotiations on new 
agreement on trade, investment and re­ 
lated matters as a means to enhance 


economic cooperation between the two 
countries.” 
The Laurel-Langley agreement that 
granted concessions for Philippine ex­ 
ports to the United States and favored 
treatment for American investment here 
expired in 1974. 
A new trade agreement “ would 
modernize the terms for conducting 
economic and commercial relations" the 
communique said, and would give “due 
consideration to the requirements for the 
developm en t of the P h ilip pin e 
economy.” 
Ford and Marcos “affirmed that sov- 
eriegn equality, territorial integrity and 
political independence of all states are 
fundamental principles which both coun­ 
tries scrupulously respect,” their joint 
statement said. 
In his welcoming speech to Ford Satur­ 
day, Marcos signalled that future 
military agreements with the United 
States would have to include commit­ 
ments to help the Philippines build its 
own arms industry. 
Marcos also told Ford that by his visit 
he has “ raised to a new status the pro­ 
gram ... to build a new international or­ 


der and retained our faith that Asia en­ 
joys high priority in the American 
purpose abroad.” 
Responding to the banquet toast. Ford 
said he approved of what he found in 
Asia — “a common determination by 
leaders of nations to chart their own 
courses, to shape their own characters I 
saw a growing awareness this de­ 
termination of individuals and nations to 
be independent and self-reliant is a con­ 
structive force in the world. ” 
Speaking of arms, Marcos said: “ If by 
virtue of any arrangements or treaties 
there should be deliveries to our country 
of foreign equipment and technology, we 
seek arrangements and understandings 
wherein we shall also build our capabili­ 
ty so that in the future this will render ob­ 
solete and unnecessary further and 
future deliveries of military aid to our 
people. 
“ If there is any valid and noble con­ 
tribution the United States can make to 
the small, developing countries of Asia, 
perhaps it is the development of the in­ 
digenous capabilities of these nations in 
order that they may meet any threat to 
their security with honor and dignity. 
Diplomat among 100 
casualties in Beirut 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — A Soviet 
diplomat was shot in the face and more 
than 100 persons were killed or injured 
Saturday as Christian and Moslem mi­ 
litiamen battled with renewed ferocity, 
ending a week-long truce. 
Officials reported 49 persons were 
killed, at least 66 were injured and more 
than 300 were kidnaped in the latest out­ 
break of Lebanon’s civil war. Masked 
gunmen killed hostages at roadblocks 
and the state radio declared “every 
street in the capital is unsafe.” 


A spokesman at American University 
Hospital identified the critically 
w o u n d e d R u s s i a n a s R o b e r t 
Mardirousian, second secretary at the 
Soviet Embassy. He said Mardirousian’s 
condition was improving late Saturday, 
but the bullet apparently touched his 
spine and could cause paralysis of the 
legs. 


Police officials, who initially reported 
Mardirousian had been killed, said he 
and another Soviet diplomat who was 
slightly injured were hit by snipers while 


driving in the downtown area. 
The officials said 15 persons were 
trampled during a stampede of shoppers 
and bank customers trying to get away 
when snipers opened fire in the down­ 
town shopping district. 
Camille Chamoun, interior minister in 
the coalition government and a promi­ 
nent Christian leader, told Beirut resi­ 
dents in a radio-television address to re­ 
main inside their homes Sunday. 
Security forces would try to end the 
“ barbaric” executions, he said, but if 
they don’t stop by Sunday night 
‘‘Shouldn’t we declare a state of 
emergency?” 
Chamoun has been pressing for in­ 
tervention by the Lebanese army. He is 
opposed by Moslem Premier Rashid Ka- 
rami and other Moslem and leftist 
leaders who say the army is dominated 
by Christian officers and might split 
along factional lines if called in. 
Christians said the fighting was 
touched off by discovery of the bodies of 
four Christian militiamen in the morn­ 
ing. 


The security spokesman said “security 
forces are unable to cope with the situa­ 
tion. It was a black day with kidnaping, 
counter-kidnaping, 
sniping 
and 
street 
fighting.” 


Thirty Christian gunmen stormed the 
Beirut port authority and began execut­ 
ing Moslem employes in their offices, 
witnesses said. A customs inspector who 
narrowly escaped death himself said he 
saw three of his fellow workers killed on 
the spot before a senior Christian officer 
intervened to end the massacre. 


Vengeance-seeking Moslems of a 
Nasserite milita set up a roadblock in 
downtown Beirut and began executing 
Christian motorists in reprisal for the 
port authority attack, witnesses said. 
They said several persons were killed 
before the street was cleared of traffic. 


Armed men reappeared at sandbag 
barricades and gun emplacements 
guarding Christian and Moslem districts 
in the suburbs. Security officials said 
more than 100 persons were abducted. 


U.S. government 
assist 
Israel In criminal investigation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Justice Department is sending a 
lawyer to Israel to work with of­ 
ficials there gathering evidence 
against alleged Nazi war criminals 
living in the United States. 
The lawyer, who will not have an 
investigator’s role, will detail for 
Israeli authorities and U.S. consular 
officials the department’s needs for 
evidence if it tries to deport these 
people. 
The decision to send a Justice 
Department representative was 
made after lawyers working for the 
House subcommittee on im­ 
migration, citizenship and in­ 
ternational law returned from Israel 
and said witnesses who could assist 
the prosecution had been located. 
The Immigration and Natu­ 
ralization Service sent to Israel a 
list of 55 names of persons living in 
the United States who have been ac­ 
cused of committing war cnmes 


during World War II, according to 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, D-Pa., the sub­ 
committee chairman. 
“ My staff attorneys were told that 
there are definitey witnesses in 
Israel and that our people would re­ 
ceive full cooperation from the 
Israeli government,” Eilberg said. 
“ In fact, more than 60 witnesses 
have already been located although 
only 18 names on the list of 55 U.S. 
residents have been processed. ” 
An assistant to Atty. Gen. Edward 
H. Levi, who asked not to be iden­ 
tified by name, said the depart­ 
ment’s lawyer who would visit 
Israel had not been chosen. But he 
said he would probably come from 
the Immigration Service, a branch 
of the Justice Department. 
The assistant would not comment 
on the status of the investigations 
However he said the department 
was interested “ in seeing these 
things handled expeditiously . ” 


Eilberg said the investigations 
have been stalled “because the Im­ 
migration Service has been unable 
to locate witnesses in this country to 
the crimes allegedly committed by 
the accused persons. ” 
“ If the Israeli connection we have 
established proves to be as fruitful 
as it now appears, we should be able 
to take action against these people 
quickly,” he said. 


Levi’s assistant said that persons 
who entered the United States after 
World War II under the Displaced 
Persons Act were required to sign a 
statement that they did not take part 
in war crimes. 


He said that if cases could be de­ 
veloped to prove they lied when they 
signed the statements, deportation 
proceedings could be started 


Levi’s assistant said prosecution 
of the deportation cases can prove to 
be very difficult.

Three men released 
after police lineup 


PONTIAC, Mich. (AP) — Three New 
Jersey Teamsters were released Satur­ 
day after they appeared in a police line­ 
up viewed by a secret government wit­ 
ness who says he saw Jam es R. Hoffa ab­ 
ducted. 
U.S. Atty. Ralph Guy refused to say 
whether the witness recognized the three 
as the men he claims he saw abduct the 
former Teamsters president last July 30. 
Guy said he was withholding the re­ 
sults of the lineup from the attorney for 
the three men as well. 
The three Teamsters previously had 
been identified by an unnamed govern­ 
ment informant as the abductors and 
killers of Hoffa, authorities have said. 
The secret witness who viewed the 
lineup does not know the names of the 
men he saw abduct Hoffa, the govern­ 
ment said. Robert Ozer, head of the U.S. 
Organized Crime Strike Force in Detroit, 
said he hoped his witness could cor­ 
roborate what the informant said. 
The attorney for the three Teamsters 
said the lineup was viewed by three men 
and two women. 
Salvatore Briguglio, 47; his brother, 
Gabriel, 36, and 38-year-old Thomas An- 
dretta — all associated with Local 560 in 
Union City, N.J. — were arrested earlier 
Saturday and then ordered into the 
lineup. 
The arrests on charges of failing to 
obey a court order to appear in the lineup 
came after the attorney for the three 
tried to bring video-tape equipment into 
the lineup room. 
Government investigators blocked the 
attempt, a scuffle between Salvatore 
Briguglio and plainclothes detectives en-

sued and the three were taken into 
custody. 
Guy told reporters the government 
then asked U.S. District Court Judge 
Jam es P. Churchill to settle the dispute 
over the video-tape equipment. 
Churchill, who last Thursday ordered 
the three to appear in the lineup, ruled in 
the government’s favor. Guy said. They 
were then led into the lineup room. 
Guy said the charges were later 
dropped because the lineup was conduct­ 
ed according to the court order. He 
added that the grand jury would continue 
next week its investigation into Hoffa’s 
disappearance 
The three men’s attorney, William 
Bufalino. said his clients were free to re­ 
turn to New Jersey. 
Bufalino, who objected throughout the 
five-hour lineup process, said: “This was 
not a lineup. This was a stickup.” 


The three men’s Teamsters’ union was 


once headed by Anthony “Tony Pro” 
Provenzano, a onetime Hoffa associate 
who later opposed moves by the former 
Teamsters boss to regain union control 
after serving a prison term. 
Oakland County sheriff’s department 
spokesmen said the lineup facility con­ 
sisted of two rooms, one for those being 
viewed and another for the witnesses. 
Bullet-proof reflective glass separated 
the two rooms, and those being viewed 
could not see those in the other room, 
they said. 


William Bufalino, a Teamsters at­ 
torney representing the Briguglios and 
Andretta, has proclaimed his clients’ in­ 
nocence and said none of them were in 
Michigan prior to Hoffa’s disap­ 
pearance. 


Bufalino planned to be in the witness 
room to make sure his clients’ rights 
were not violated. 
Dutch still against 
giving in to rebels 


AMSTERDAM, The Netherlands (AP) 
— Dutch authorities stood firm in their 
refusal to make political concessions to 
South Moluccan nationalists holding up 
to 61 hostages and all negotiations were 
suspended early Sunday, officials said. 
Authorities had hoped they would be 
able to at least obtain the release of four 
children in a group of hostages being 
held in the Indonesian consulate. Other 
hostages are being held aboard a hi­ 
jacked train. 
Dutch officials planned a meeting 
between the Rev. S. Metiary. acting as a 
mediator for the nationalists in the con­ 
sulate, and Indonesian Embassy 
P o l i t i c a l C o u n s e l o r S u r j a d i 
Kromomihardjo but it failed to 
materialize. 
The major demand by nationalists is 
that Holland support South Moluccan 
claims for independence from Indonesia. 


Officials said Surjadi arrived at police 
headquarters where he “asked a lot of 
questions and said he still had a lot more 
to put” before he talked to Metiary. The 
diplomat then left for home but promised 
to return Sunday to the headquarters. 
In Beilen, 90 miles north of 
Amsterdam where Moluccan gunmen 
held their hostages aboard a passenger 
train, negotiations with authorities were 
suspended at nightfall. 
Dutch officials. Indonesian diplomats 
and mediators from the exiled South 
Moluccan community had launched the 
round of intensive contacts to try to end 
the sieges Saturday. 


A detachment of Dutch marines ringed 
the consulate, and the train was sur­ 
rounded by a heavy force of army 
marksmen and police in armored cars, 
and sharpshooters. 
Gunmen at both sites seek in­ 
dependence for the Molucca Islands, also 
known as the Spice Islands and ruled by 
Holland for nearly three centuries. Since 
1949 the Moluccas have been part of In­ 
donesia, and the Netherlands has no 
power to satisfy diehard demands for in­ 
dependence. 
The militants hold 36 hostages in the 
train stranded since Tuesday in open 
farmland near Beilen, 90 miles north of 
Amsterdam. At the consulate, which the 
gunmen seized Thursday, at least 19 
persons and possibly 25 are being held. 
The assaults have so far cost three 
lives and prompted a warning from 
Dutch Premier Joop den Uyl that his 
government is prepared to use count­ 
erviolence if there are more killings. 
While an edgy calm settled on the con­ 
sulate and the train, a Dutch spokesman 
said the government had repeated to In­ 
donesian Ambassador Lt. Gen. Sutopo its 
refusal to make political concessions to 
secure release of the hostages. He added 
the Netherlands also refused to provide 
an aircraft for the gunmen to flee the 
country or to recognize a free Moluccan 
republic 
Seven children held hostage were re­ 
leased from the consulate Friday and the 
Dutch have tried to negotiate the release 
of four other youngsters.

Some of the most profund

The North Vietnamese gesture came 
after five hours of talks between Vo Van 
Sung and members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives Select Committee on 
Missing Persons which both sides said 
were successful. 


The three pilots were identified as 
Maj. Jesse Taylor Jr., shot down Jan. 16. 
1965; Maj Crosley Jam es Fitton. downed 
Feb. 29. 1968. and Capt. Ronald Dwight 
Perry, killed Dec. 21. 1972. Committee 
aides said their home towns were not im­ 
mediately available.

Consumers 
beware; it's 
fraud time 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Postal Service warns Christm as 
shoppers to be wary of mail-order 
swindlers, who m ay be operating in 
record numbers this holiday season. 
“These operators offer something 
at an extremely attractive price and 
then don’t deliver.” said Postal 
Service attorney George Davis. 
“Christmas is a busy mailing time 
because it is a time of busy com­ 
m ercial activity. And those who 
seek to deceive come out of the 
woodwork at C hristm as tim e .” 
Davis said in an interview. 
Though m any m ail-order con­ 
cerns are legitim ate, the ailing 
economy has started a boom in 
mail-order fraud, and it may get 
worse during the Christmas season. 
Postal Service officials say. 
“This is a tim e when the buyer 
should bew are even more than 
usual. If a mail-order offer sounds 
too good to bf true, then that's pro­ 
bably what it is.” Davis said. 
As an example of a mail-order 
swindle from a 
previous holiday 
season, Davis cited an operator who 
advertised a well-known make of 
camera for about $50 less than its 
market value 
“He got thousands of people to 
mail him checks for $19.95 but the 
sw indler w asn't delivering any 
cam eras." Davis said. 
Postal inspectors obtained a court 
order allowing seizure of his bank 
account. Eventually. $200,000 was 
returned to people who fell for the 
scheme. 
Another scheme that operated 
during a previous Chnstmas season 
involved misrepresentation of the 
size and quality of dolls. The dolls 
mailed to buyers turned out to be 
much sm aller and of poorer quality 
than those described in an ad 
Davis said another area to be 
careful of is mail-order franchising, 
which could involve an obligation to 
buy holiday greeting cards with the 
promise that they can later be sold 
for a profit “You could end up with 
a lot of cards that won’t sell and 
would be difficult to give aw ay.” 
Davis said. 
Postal officials said that anyone 
who doesn't receive satisfaction on a 
mail-order purchase should contact 
the local postm aster

Farm leaders 
told of 
future shock 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (AP) — The 
world has enough reserve food to last 
barely 30 days and 500 million people are 
living in permanent hunger. U.S. farm 
leaders studying the food-price squeeze 
were told at U N. headquarters Satur­ 
day. 


“ I am not speaking of something 
dram atic like starvation or famine, but 
of perm anent, continuous hunger.’’ 
Charles Weitz, New York representative 
of the U N. Food and A griculture 
Organization, told the group, mainly 
from Minnesota. 


He predicted the situation would get 
worse with the world’s population grow­ 
ing by 273,000 a day. 


Weitz said the idea of national food 
self-sufficiency is a myth for a large 
number of countries.

Although 
almost 
totally 
unheard of, a courageous man 
named David Bushnell and a 
spunky submarine called the 
“ Turtle,” played an important 
role 
in 
the 
Am erican 
Revolution. This is their story. 


David Bushnell was born on 
Aug. 30, 1740, near Saybrook, 
Conn. As he grew all around 
Saybrook the seeds of rebellion 
were sewn, and dislike for the 
British sprang up even in David. 
In 1771, David enrolled in Yale 
to 
get 
his 
long-wanted 
education. Once there he began 
to work feverishly on a gadget 
he called a “ sub-marine mine.” 
After nearly a year of work and 
most of his savings he perfected 
it, 
and 
in 
a 
secret 
demonstration, before a small 
group of influential gentlemen, 
David set off a mine containing 
two 
ounces 
of 
qunpowder. 
David’s final mine contained 
150 pounds of powder and 
enclosed a clockwork firing 
device which could run for up to 
12 hours. To start it running, a 
long screw would be removed. 


After Yale closed down in 
1775, David, with the help of his 
brother Ezra, built a vessel of 
oak planks held together by iron 
loops. 
Two 
hand 
operated 
propellers moved it up and 
down 
and 
forward 
and 
backwards. 
Because 
of 
its 
clumsy shape David called it the 
Turtle. 
Because 
of 
better 
health, 
Ezra 
became 
its 
navigator. After some trial runs 
the Turtle was moved to the 
Hudson Bay, where the Bntish 
fleet was anchored.

Jobless rate, inflation cause hikes 


WASHINGTON <AP) - High 
unemployment and continued 
inflation sent public social wel­ 
fare costs soaring to a record 
$287 billion in the last fiscal 
year—up almost 20 per cent 
from the previous 12 months. 
A government report also 
said that public and private so­ 
cial programs together cost 
$389 billion—27 per cent of the 
Gross National Product, the to­ 
tal value of the nation’s goods 
and services. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration report, issued Friday, 
said the 19.7 per cent increase 


in public program costs was 
the lagest since the dramatic 
boost 
in 
veterans, 
benefits 
which followed World War II. 
Inflation ate up $21 billion of 
the $47-billion increase record­ 
ed in federal, state and local 
social welfare programs in the 
fiscal year ended June 30, the 
government said. 
Social Security analysts said 
the increase in costs came be­ 
cause of increased joblessness 
and because inflation triggered 
automatic 
cost-of-living 
in­ 
crease« and sent medical and 
soda! service costs upward. 


The federal government spent 
58 per cent of all public monies 
for social welfare programs 
last year. Since 1965, the feder­ 
al share has annually exceeded 
50 per cent, largely due to in­ 
creased health care for the El­ 
derly and the poor. 


Some 21,260 lives were lost 
in fatal m otor accidents 
January through June of 1975. 
During those six months fatal 
and motor Injury accidents 
cost the U.S. more than $7.5 
billion. 


It was then that the troubles 
started. Ezra suddenly fell ill 
and had to be replaced by 
Sergeant Lee, who knew little 
about the Turtle's workings. 
Then during the attack on the 
“ Eagle.” 
Admiral 
Richard 
Howe's 64-gun flagship, the 
mine failed to attach itself to 
the hull and drifted harmlessly 
away. David was furious, but 
the explosion of the mine so 
badly scared the British that 
they moved the whole fleet 
farther down the river. 


The Turtle attacked again and 
again 
with 
little 
results. 
Another volunteer pilot was 
tried, but he was no better. Yet 
David, who was near physical 
collapse, 
urged 
for 
more 
attacks. 


But on Oct. 9, 1776, the 
Turtle’s career came to an end. 
On that morning three British 
ships charged up the Hudson 
River sinking everything in 
their path. By some horrible 
fate a lucky shot hit the sloop 
which held the Turtle, sending 
both to the muddy bottom. 


Although the Turtle never 
fulfilled its aim of sinking a 
British 
man-o-war, 
it 
did 
manage 
to 
disrupt 
the 
Redcoats battle plans and keep 
the fleet cautious for the rest of 
the war. So its inventor David 
Bushnell can rightly be called a 
true American hero.

Twisters hit Oktahoma 


TULSA, Okla. (AP) — A 
series of freak tornadoes struck 
eastern Oklahoma almost with­ 
out warning Friday, injuring 
nearly 40 persons. Twisters tore 
through 12 city blocks of Tulsa, 
wrecking scores of homes and 
businesses. 
No one was killed, but au­ 
thorities said 34 persons were 
taken to Tulsa hospitals. Other 
twisters hit rural areas, but of­ 
ficials said they did not expect 
the total injured in the state to 
exceed 40. 
Tulsa Mayor Robert J . La- 
Fortune said damage could run 
into the millions of dollars. The 
Red Cross estimated about 50 
Tulsa homes were demolished, 
another 
150 suffered 
major 
damage and a total of 50 busi­ 
nesses suffered substantial de­ 
struction. 
Red Cross officials set up aid 
stations at two schools to feed 
and shelter the homeless. About 
300 persons came to the cen­ 
ters. officials said. 
Gov. David Boren toured 
tornado-damaged areas of east­ 
ern Oklahoma by helicopter Sat­ 
urday as clean-up operations 
began. He said the tour was to 
see “ what federal aid, if any, 
would be necessary.’’ 
Boren placed National Guard 
members on standby in Tulsa 
and activated a guard unit for 
'Wilburton, 95 miles to the 
south. 
“I’m amazed that we don’t 
have 20 dead out there,” said 
Larry Russell, area disaster di­ 
rector for the American Red 
Cross. 
“ It’s just amazing. We had 
virtually no warning,” he said 
after touring east Tulsa for a 
preliminary damage report. 
Eastern Oklahoma was enjoy­ 
ing 
70-degree 
temperatures 
about 4:30 p.m. Friday when a 
cold front rushed into the area, 
setting the stage for the violent 
windstorms. Within 30 minutes, 
funnels sprouted all over the

Bond is opposed 
to new dining area 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — Gov. Christopher S. 
Bond has indicated some op- 
positon to a plan offered by a 
St. Louis architect to construct 
a $1.5 million subterranean din- 
ing room adjacent to the gover­ 
nor’s mansion, according to an 
aide. 
The proposal, part of a four- 
year $2.8 million package to re­ 
store and renovate the 104-year- 
old structure, was developed by 
architect Theodore Wofford at 
the request of Mansion Pre­ 
servation Inc., a nonprofit pri­ 
vate corporate formed by Caro­ 
lyn Bond, the governor’s wife. 
Construction of the 300-person 
dining room on the Missouri 
River bluff with a panoramic 
view erf the river valley was to 
be the final phase of the resto­ 
ration project with funding for 
it under Wofford’s proposal to 
come in 1979. 
But Bruce Blomgren, Bond’s 
press aide, said Friday that be­ 
cause of the tight financial situ­ 
ation facing the state now, 
Bond “is against making any 
kind of expenditures at this 
time for any kind of dining 
room as proposed in the pro­ 
posal.’’ 
State Senate President Pro 
Tern William Cason, a candi­ 
date for the Democrtaic guber­ 
natorial nomination next year, 
criticized the plan, “It looks 
like the state has a root beer 
budget and a governor with 
champagne tastes.” 
Blomgren 
said, 
however, 
that Bond is looking favorably 
at recommending funds for the 
initial phase of the proposal, 


which calls for new heating and 
cooling systems, plumbing and 
electrical work, restoration of 
the library and some needed 
structural repairs. 
J. Neil Nielsen, state com­ 
missioner 
of administration, 
said his office will ask Bond to 
recommend the legislature ap­ 
propriate $150.000 in an emer­ 
gency 
funding 
measure 
in 
Janaury for work on electrical 
wiring fire protection, some 
structural repair and planning 
for the heating and cooling sys­ 
tems. Officials have indicated 
that work is necessary under 
any circumstances. 
Wofford’s 
proposed 
time 
schedule for funding the entire 
project called for $441,000 to be 
sought in the upcoming emer­ 
gency bill. Nielesen said the re­ 
maining $250,000 to $300,000 
needed to finish the initial 
phase by installing the heating 
and cooling systems will be 
sought in the budget for next 
year. 
He emphasized, however, the 
appropriation requests are only 
among a number of requests 
for capital improvement funds 
his office will be making and 
there are several more impor­ 
tant projects on that list. He 
also said Wofford’s figures had 
not been checked for accuracy. 
Nielsen indicated Wofford, 
whom he asked informally to 
provide cost estimates to his of­ 
fice, was disturbed because his 
proposal was released publicly. 
He said all information pro­ 
vided the state except that 
dealing with the initial phase 
will be returned to Wofford.

Included in the bill were $3 
billion in loans for Consolidated 
Rail Corp., the federally char­

lapsed northeastern railroads. 
Also provided in the bill are 
$1.4 billion in loans for track 
repairs on other lines and $3 
billion in loans to improve serv­ 
ice between Washington and 
Boston.

“All of them were just blown 
away. They looked like pup­ 
pets.” 
Ray Lynch, 20, was describ­

runaway fire 
truck 
plunged into a bustling crowd 
of holiday shoppers at the inter­ 
section of Market and Sixth 
streets. 
Three persons were killed, 
and three were critically in­ 
jured.

hosed blood from the inter­ 
section, which was strewn with 
eyeglasses, 
shoes,

crutches.

blocks away. Suddenly, it lur­ 
ched out of control, bounced

dead as William Moore, 65, and

(AP) — Customers of the Mis­ 
souri Power and Light Co. of 
Jefferson City will be paying 
more for their gas and electric 
service under rate increases 
granted the company Friday by 
the state Public Service Com­ 
mission. 
The PSC said the utility will 
be allowed $2.4 million in gas 
and electric rate boosts which 
will take effect Dec. 17. The 
firm had asked for rate hikes 
totaling about $4.1 million. 
For a residential customer, 
the rate hikes will increase his 
bill, depending on how much 
power he uses, from 6 to 26 per 
cent. 
The exact effect of the rates 
cannot be calculated until the 


company files new rate sched­ 
ules, which are subject to com­ 
mission approval. 
But PSC estimates show that 
a residentail customer with an 
electric water heater can ex­ 
pect an 18 to 26 per cent in­ 
crease in his electric bill, while 
all-electric homeowners will be 
paying 12 to 16 per cent more 
for their power. 
Residential gas bills will in­ 
crease about 3 per cent ^or 
each 100 cubic feet of gas used. 
For electric service, the com­ 
pany will be allowed additional 
gross annual revenues of about 
$22 million compared with its 
request of about $3 .5 million. 
For gas service, the company 
was allowed additional gross 
annual revenues of about $251,- 


000, compared to its request of 
about $6 00,000.

The hikes will bring the com­ 
pany’s gross annual revenues 
for electric service to $40,786 ,- 
9 19 , and revenues for gas serv­ 
ice to $9 ,9 3 5.841. 


The utility provides electric 
service in 3 6 counties in cen­ 
tral, northern and northwest 
Missouri, 
and 
provides 
gas 
service in 10 central Missouri 
counties. 


The order was approved by 
four of thhe five members of 
the commission, with Chairman 
A. Robert Pierce Jr. dissenting. 
He said the utility was entitled 
to a greater return on its com­ 
mon stock.

MADRID, Spain (AP) — The 
general council of Spain’s bar 
associations urged the govern­ 
ment today to change the con­ 
troversial antiterrorism law to 
allow most accused terrorists 
trial by regular courts instead 
of military tribunals and the 
right of appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 
Five men convicted under the 
terrorism law of killing police­ 
men were executed in the last 
weeks of the Francisco Franco 
regime, setting off worldwide 
protests. About 300 other per­ 
sons awaiting trial under the 
terrorism law were excluded 
from a general amnesty pro­ 
claimed last week by King 
Juan Carlos I. 
The law group’s recommen­ 
dation came on the heels of the 
king’s decision to keep Carlos 
Arias Navarro as premier and 
arm him with added powers to 
implement cautiously liberal 
policies. 
A communique from the bar 
council suggested that in all 
cases prisoners be given the 
right to appeal sentences to the 
Supreme Court and that de­ 
fense lawyers be given facil­ 
ities for properly preparing the 
defense of their clients “for an 
effective safeguard of human 
rights.” 


It said only exceptional ter­ 
rorism cases should continue 
going before courts-martial but 
did not specify the cases. 


The five men executed Sept. 


27 were not allowed the right of 
appeal, and they had been de­

after their own lawyers walked 
out, saying they were not given 
time to prepare a defense.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Al­ 
though the economy seems to 
be well into a recovery from 
recession, unemployment re­ 
mains near its highest level 
since World War II. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ported on Friday that the na- 
tio n ’ s unemployment rate 
dropped three-tenths of 1 per 
cent, or by 300,000 persons, last 
month to a total of 8.3 per cent. 
That means that of the 93 mil­ 
lion persons in America’s work 
force, 7.7 million were unem­ 
ployed. 
But as the unemployment 
rate took a slight dip last 
month, the actual number of 
persons seeking employment 
also fell. Analysts see that as a 
reason for the decline in the 
jobless figures. 
Government figures showed 
that 460,000 persons who were 
looking for jobs in October, 
gave up their search in Novem­ 
ber and dropped out of the la­ 
bor force. 
The economy actually began 
its decline into recession in 


September of last year and by 
last November, as recession 
tightened its grip, six million 
persons, or 6.6 per cent of a 
work force estimated then at 
91.7 million, were unemployed. 
Analysts say that while the 
country is recovering from the 
recession, unemployment usual­ 
ly lags behind after a business 
downturn because employers 
are slow to rehire laid-off work­ 
ers or to hire new workers until 
they are sure of the strength of 
the recovery. 
Summing up the job picture, 
Commissioner Julius Shiskin of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
says that while employment 
showed substantial improve­ 
ment in November over the lev­ 
els of last spring when recov­ 
ery got under way, the number 
of those with jobs changed little 
over the past two months. 
Unemployment, he said, has 
remained on a virtual pleateau 
in the 8.3 per cent range for six 
months. 
The jobless rate hit its peak 
last May when 92 per cent of a 


work force of 92.9 million per­ 
sons were unemployed. At that 
time, 8.5 million persons were 
out of work 
Total employment reached an 
all-time high of 86.4 million in 
September 1974, but plunged 
rapidly during the recession, 
bottoming out at 83.4 million 
last March. Employment re­ 
bounded strongly during the 
spring and summer months, 
but growth slowed sharply in 
recent months and actually de­ 
clined by 163,000 in the past 
month to a total of 85.3 million. 


Complicating 
the 
govern­ 
ment’s figures is the fact that 
the behavior of the labor force, 
Shiskin told a congressional 
hearing, has been somewhat 
different from past recessions. 
He noted that in the past the 
labor force grew very little dur­ 
ing the first nine months or so 
of cyclical recoveries. How­ 
ever, during the first eight 
months of the current recovery 
— dating from March — “ labor 
force growth has been substan- 


tial — 1.2 million,” compared 
to growth of 250,000 in prior re­ 
cessions.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
administration is again trying 
to cut down on spending under 
the popular Agricultural Con­ 
servation Program which for 
nearly 40 years has provided 
farmers with financial help to 
improve their land. 
Next year, the Agriculture 
Department said Friday, spend­ 
ing for the program’s soil and 
water 
conservation 
projects 
will be held to $85 million. That 
is less than one-half the $175 
million Congress has author­ 
ized. 
Under the plan, which was 
devised by Congress in the mid- 
1980s to help farmers restore 
land ravaged by wind erosion, 
the government will pay 50 to 
75 per cent of the cost for car­ 
rying out approved soil and wa­ 
ter conservation projects. 
“The 1976 program will be 
administered by the Agricul­ 
tural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service through its 
farmer-elected committee sys­ 
tem and will offer both annual 
and 
long-term 
conservation 
agreements with fanners,” the 
department said. 
“The objective (of the pro­ 
gram) is to obtain needed con­ 
servation on farm lands beyond 
that which the farmer would 


accomplish with his own re­ 
sources.” 
As with this year’s program, 
local officials from the service 
will have the authority to devel­ 
op practices “ needed to solve 
conservation problems” in their 
areas. This represents a partial 
move away from earlier proce­ 
dures which included national 
“approved practices” for car­ 
rying out the projects. 
But full-fledged attempts to 
arbitrarily cancel some of the 
measures eligible for federal 
c o s t-sharing 
have 
largely 
failed. As was the case this 
year, the 1976 program will 
give local officials the authority 
to approve any conservation 
practice which was in effect in 
1970. 
“In carrying out the 1976 pro­ 
gram, state and county ... com­ 
mittees are responsible for 
identifying the critical farm 
conservation programs in their 
respective areas ;and devel­ 
oping and approving practices 
for cost-sharing on a priority 
basis,” the department said. 
Attempts have been made pe­ 
riodically to reduce program 
spending or to eliminate it en­ 
tirely. Each time, however, 
Congress has restored funds 
and put pressure on the Agri­ 
culture Department to carry 
out the program.

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Further thoughts 
on the drug mess 


As bad as the problem of heroin 
and 
other 
drugs 
is 
in 
the 
community — and it is plenty bad 
— the most alarming aspect of the 
whole mess is the strong indication 
that at least one member of the 
Sedalia police department may be 
involved in the traffic. 


This was the constant note heard 
throughout 
The 
Dem ocrat- 
Capital s two-month investigation 
into the heroin problem. It came 
from 
users 
and 
addicts, 
ex­ 
policem en 
and 
other 
law 
enforcement 
officials. Consider­ 
able substance was added to this 
whole business when one high- 
ranking 
police 
officer 
called 
the 
newspaper 
and, 
through 
another reporter, threatened one of 
the writers working on the story. 
One can only pose the question: 
would an officer who had nothing 
to fear do such a thing? 


Already an effort is underway in 
some law enforcement quarters to 
down-play 
the 
new spaper’s 
findings regarding heroin use in 
Sedalia. We are accustomed to this 
approach. It usually follows every 
occasion in which the press has 
attempted 
to investigate shady 
areas 
that 
lawmen 
themselves 
should have been on top of. We can 
only 
respond 
that 
if 
latv 
enforcement officials would do 
their jobs right in the first place, 
there probably would be little need 
for the press to get involved. 


But it is manifest that they have 
not. One of the most serious heroin 
problems in the state has budded, 
grown and flourished in Sedalia, 
right under the noses of those 
charged 
with 
combating 
such 
crimes. Had The Democrat-Capital 
not exposed this sordid situation to 


public view, there is little reason to 
believe that it would not have 
continued. It still may, although 
heroin activities now appear to 
have gone deeper underground, at 
least for the time being. 


Another common excuse is that 
law enforcement officials are so 
hamstrung by judicial restrictions 
that cases can no longer be made 
against drug offenders. While we 
agree that the Supreme Court has 
no doubt gone too far in this 
regard, sound, efficient police work 
can still get convictions. But for 
this a community needs aggressive 
and unrelenting pressure from law 
enforcement officials. In Sedalia 
the feeling is strong that we have 
not been getting it. 


To accept anything less than this 
is to accept the fact that Sedalia 
can do nothing about the jackals 
that prey on our young people by 
getting them hooked on heroin and 
other 
dangerous 
and addictive 
drugs. We don’t feel Sedalians are 
willing to accept such a supine 
attitude in face of this enormous 
evil. 
In the Pettis County Grand 
Jury’s report of Nov. 23, 1974, the 
12-member 
jury 
unanimously 
urged, with “great concern,’’ that 
another jury be impaneled to make 
an “in-depth scrutiny” of various 
subjects the first jury did not have 
time to fully investigate — which 
includes the drug scene. 


More than a year later, we 
would make the same recommen­ 
dation. As far as right now goes, 
we would urge — as has the mayor 
—that every concerned Sedalia n 
let his thoughts be known to the 
City Council as well as to others 
in positions of authority.

WASHINGTON - Vulnerable casks, 
loaded with lethal radioactive materials, 
are moving by truck and train through 
densely populated areas of the country. An 
accident could cause a catastrophe. 


Yet the Nuclear Regulatory Commission 
(NRC), which handles the radioactive 
cargo, 
has 
ignored 
the 
warnings 
of 
respected scientists that the safety and 
security precautions are inadequate. 


We first reported on Jan. 22, 1974, that 
the deadly shipments were passing through 
population 
centers. 
Alarmed 
by 
our 
column, the New York Public Interest 
Research Group (NYPIRG), a Ralph 
Nader-inspired organization, investigated 
the transportation of lethal plutonium, 
enriched uranium and radioactive waste. 


Here are the disturbing findings, which 
haven’t yet been released to the public: 
The NRC ships hot radioactive waste in 
huge, 35-ton, self-cooled casks. If a leak 
should develop, the escaping radioactivity 
would poison the air. This could cause 
cancer and birth defects if not slow death. 
NRC 
claims 
the 
casks 
are 
virtually 
indestructable. NYPIRG is less certain. 


The 
NRC 
relies 
upon 
the 
cask 
manufacturers to test the safety of their 
own casks. Sometimes the tests are 
performed on scale models rather than the 
actual casks. Federal investigators, making 
spot checks, discovered 64 unreported 
leaks. NRC contends the leaks occured in 
less sturdy casks used to carry non-lethal 
m at er ia ls . 
But 
N Y P I R G , 
still 
apprehensive, fears the manufacturers may 
be more interested in profits than safety. 


As evidence of NRC indifference, the 
agency let the nuclear power industry fly 
lethal plutonium into New York City's 
Kennedy airport. An air crash, according to 
respected scientist John Gofman, could 
have 
caused 
the 
greatest 
peacetime 
disaster in history. NYPIRG estimates the 
death toll could have exceeded 100,000. Yet 
planes continued to fly plutonium into the 
New York area until an alarmed Congress 
ovt. ruled the NRC and passed a special 
law prohibiting plutonium shipments by 
air. 


NYPIRG found that trucks, carrying 
lethal radioactive materials and ingredients 


for 
nuclear 
bombs, 
could 
easily 
be 
hijacked. In one instance, no fewer than 
124 persons knew vital details about a 
shipment of plutonium through New York 
City. 
Many 
never 
received 
security 
clearances, 
according 
to 
NYPIRG 
investigators. The figure is particularly 
appalling since, by the government’s own 
calculation, only three “insiders” are 
D.C. current 


needed to pull off a successful hijacking. 
Footnote: An NRC spokesman insisted 
that extensive care is taken to assure that 
nuclear shipments are moved safely. The 
spokesman conceded that private industry 
designs and tests the casks used to 
transport radioactive materials. But he said 
that the NRC carefully monitors the 
process. 


Eagleton wants audit

WASHINGTON 
- Sen. Thomas F. 
Eagleton, D-Mo., may be the person who 
saved the nation’s capital from becoming a 
second New York. The senator is chairman 
of 
the 
Senate 
District 
of 
Columbia 
Committee and recently announced to the 
press that his committee wants a thorough 
audit for the District’s finances. 


This enraged Mayor Walter Washington, 
and one can’t blame him, because the 
senator did not inform him before he gave 
the news to the press. Eagleton has now 
apologized to the mayor and plans for the 
audit will go ahead. 


Home rule is only a year old in this city 
and one cannot blame the mayor and 
members of his council for feeling slighted 
by Sen. Eagleton’s protocol oversight, and 
the senator takes full blame for “the 
misunderstanding” on his part. 


The 
Washington Post in a 
recent 
editorial said: “An audit is only a tool: It 
will put facts, presumably accurate and 
accepted facts, into the hands of the 
officials and the citizens of the city. This is 
where the real problems will start. We 
suspect, and we surmise that others do too, 
that a good deal more will come out of this 
audit than agreement on tighter regular 
auditing and budgeting procedures. We 
suspect the audit will force upon the city 
hard policy choices that will go to the 
quantity of municipal services and the very 
quality of municipal life.” 


It is the Senate and House District 
Committees’ job to oversee the District's 
fiscal situations. Eagleton was only doing 
his job, but he would have been wise to talk 


it over with the mayor and Walter 
Fauntroy, the D.C. delegate to the House, 
first. The hurts are healed and the 
commission agrees that the possibility of a 
$50 million bond issue was dead before the 
Eagleton announcement. The audit will no 
doubt result in Congress paying more 
attention to the financial needs of the city.

Memorial Library has finally been settled. 
Those who know Harvard yard admit that 
it is already overcrowded and instead of 
the green lawns and shade trees of 
yesteryear it is a clutter of buildings and 
cement-covered streets. Although the late 
president had expressed preference to the 
site on the grounds of his alma mater, the 
Kennedy family and close friends on the 
board finally agreed on the site in Boston 
Harbor.

If John Kennedy’s life had prolonged to 
normal end, no doubt his own plans for his 
library would have been carried out, as in 
those of Truman, Eisenhower, Johnson 
and even Nixon (although his plans were 
changed from a library in Whittier, Calif., 
to giving his papers to the University in Los 
Angeles). It is hoped that the plans will 
now go forward and in a few years 
everyone will be content to visit the 
combined Kennedy Library and Museum 
in a spacious location in Boston Harbor. 


Conservative view 
NYC loan violates federalism principle

NEW YORK — Once upon a time, a 
group of wise men wrote a Constitution for 
a brand-new Republic. They made a grand 
design. Almost 200 years later, another 
group of men, not so wise, took the grand 
design apart: They bailed out New York 
City. The first design was better. 


The massive sigh of relief that has 
greeted the rescue of New York has blown 
away some constitutional questions that 
ought 
not 
to 
be 
so 
lightly treated. After the 
politicking subsides and 
the 
moralizing 
stops, 
these questions will re­ 
main.

Once upon a time, to 
continué the tale, men 
put great store in two 
doctrines. One was the 


trine of enumerated powers. And these 
were truly doctrines — principles of 
faith, explicitly taught by those who 
devised the more perfect union. 


The doctrine of federalism holds that, so 
far as the structure of government is 
concerned, our Republic is pre-eminently a 
union of states. We used to call them 
sovereign states In this view the American 
people, whenever they act politically, act 
through their states. Members of the House 
and Senate are named state by state; 
presidential electors are chosen by each 
state “in such manner as the legislature 
thereof may direct.” Only the states, by 
amendment, can alter or dissolve the basic 
structure of union. 


The doctrine of enumerated powers 
holds that the states, in creating the union, 
delegated certain specific powers to the 
national government. The exercise of other 
powers they prohibited to themselves. All

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exercised by the states “respectively.” 


The two doctrines 
had a common 
purpose. This was to prevent the growth of 
a single, omnipotent national government, 
remote from the people and beyond their 
effective restraint. There was a further 
purpose, not so relevant here, to cultivate 
variety and to encourage the states to 
experiment 
with 
diverse 
answers 
to 
political problems. 


Both doctrines have withered over the 
years. Old principles of federalism have 
yielded to federal “solutions.” The theory 
that 
Congress 
is 
limited 
to 
certain 
enumerated powers has been soaked up in 
the sponge of the general welfare clause. 
Even so. the grand design remains in 
place; the structure is still intact. 


Now the President has recommended, 
and Congress will provide, direct loans 
from the federal Treasury to the City of 
New York 
fr in c tiiiitin n q P v «¡neakinP the 


arrangement is bizarre. Nothing quite like 
it has happened before. The pipelines of 
power have been rerouted. Federal aid to 
Lockheed could be rationalized under the 
power to raise and support armies; federal 
aid to Penn Central could be tenuously 
justified under the commerce clause; 
uniform * revenue 
sharing 
programs, 
funneled through states, might be said to 
provide for the GENERAL welfare. 


The bill for the aid of New York City 
recalls the story of Davy Crockett and a bill 
for the aid of victims of a Georgetown fire. 
This was about 1828, when Crockett was a 
representative from Tennessee. A night 
fire in Georgetown left a number of 
families homeless. The next morning 
Crockett enthusiastically cast a vote to 
appropriate $20,000 for their relief. When 
he went home to campaign for re-election, 
a constituent asked a blunt and hostile 
question. 


“Colonel.” inquired 
the constituent, 


“where do you find in the Constitution any 
authority to give away the public money in 
charity?” 


The constituent — his name was Horatio 
Bunce — went on: “The people have 
delegated to Congress, by the Constitution, 
the power to do certain things. To do these, 
it is authorized to collect and pay moneys, 
and for nothing else. Everything beyond 
this is usurpation ... So you see, Colonel, 
you have violated the Constitution in what 
I consider a vital point. It is a precedent 
fraught with danger to the country, for 
when Congress once begins to stretch its 
power 
beyond 
the 
limits 
of 
the 
Constitution, there is no limit to it, and no 
security for the people.” 


Crockett called the Bunce lecture a 
“sockdolager,” meaning a knockout blow, 
with nothing left to follow. The great 
frontiersman died a few years later at the 
Alamo. Some great principles. I am

He’s so 
independent. I can’t buy clothes for him 
any more. I can’t tell him who to play with. 
I can’t even tell him when to go to bed at 
night. The only thing he’ll still let me do is 
help with homework. Believe me, if I 
didn’t have that I wouldn’t know I had a 
son.”

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City's finances key to election

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
yellow campaign leaflet on a 
San Francisco sidewalk warns, 
“ Don’t let our city become an­ 
other New York.” 
It touches on a key issue in 
the election next Thursday to 
pick a successor to Joseph L. 
Alioto as mayor of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
San Francisco is a troubled 
city as Alioto’s eight-year reign 
enters its final month. Crime is 
a major problem-, and San 
Francisco is second only to 
New York City in the cost per 
resident of running city govern­ 
ment. 
Liberal state Sen. George 
Moscone, 46, who is backed by 
labor, and conservative busi­ 
nessman and county supervisor 
John Barbagelata, 56. are can­ 
didates in the runoff for mayor. 
Both say they will reduce city 
services and cut the number of 
city employes. 
Barbagelata, who distributed 
the leaflet on New York’s fiscal 
problems, predicts San Fran­ 
cisco will match New York’s 
spending per resident within 
another 18 months if present 
trends continue. 
Moscone, 
the 
Democratic 
party floor leader in the state 
Senate, said in an interview: 
“ The message is very clear. 
The city is in deep financial 
distress.’’ 
Like New York, San Fran­ 
cisco has a high ratio of city 
employes to residents — double 
some other major California 
cities 
— and it 
has con­ 
troversial $15,000-plus salaries 
for some blue-collar city jobs 
such as street cleaners. 
And as the core city for an 
urban area of 4.5 million, San 
Francisco, with 700,000 resi­ 
dents, has a high crime rate, 
high taxes, a big welfare case­ 
load, big minority populations 
and 
chronic 
unemployment 
among 
unskilled who flock 
there. 
Moscone ran 13 percentage 
points ahead of Barbagelata in 
an 11-way primary Nov. 4. He 
leads in the runoff by 11 per­ 
centage points in a newspaper’s 
poll of voters. 
But Moscone, with a reputa­ 
tion as a big spender, is run­ 
ning scared in the nonpartisan 
race despite San Francisco’s 
tradition as a liberal, pro-labor 
city. 
The same poll that showed 


Moscone leading by 11 points 
also says crime is the top con­ 
cern of residents. 
A recent series of muggings 
on city buses dramatized that 
concern. A divisive police and 
firemen’s strike last August 
fanned emotions and confused 
traditional allegiances in the is­ 
sue of police protection. 
The strike was the top issue 
in the primary, which was 
coupled with a vote over­ 
whelmingly 
approving 
three 
anti-strike measures drafted by 
Barbagelata. 


Moscone says he would crack 
down on crime by putting offi­ 
cers now assinged to “ victim- 
less 
crimes’’ 
like gambling 
back on the streets to protect 
citizens against violent crime. 
Barbagelata proposes up to 
$10 million more spending to 
put more police on streets. 
But the chief issues in the 
runoff are taxes and fiscal re­ 
straint. 
Both candidates say property 
taxes are too high, and that 
taxes are driving middle-class 
families out of San Francisco. 


Moscone advocates a new 1 
per cent city income tax, which 
he says would ease the burden 
on property owners by making 
250,000 commuters who work in 
San Francisco and live else­ 
where pay their share of the 
cost of city government. 


He promises to reduce San 
Francisco’s payroll of 30,000 
workers by at least 1,000 per 
year over the next four years, 
which he says will save $160 
million and reduce San Fran­ 
cisco’s property taxes, now 
highest in the state.

Trading fever peaks as talks open 


HOLLYWOOD, Fla. (AP) - 
Baseball's 74th annual winter

Smith Cotton 
takes 2nd loss 


SPR IN G FIELD —Smith-Cotton cut off high-scoring guard 
Jeff Harrison, but forward Scott Paine and center Kevin Hoe?

Second-year head coach Dave Porter blamed a lot of the loss 
on his own team, saying, “ ...We took some bad shots against 
their zone (1-3-1)...our shot selection was poor.” 
But Porter took a lot of the blame himself. "I feel like I didn’t 
have them well enough disciplined for them to get the ball in the 
high-percentage area on the offense.” 
Smith-Cotton, which will take its 1-2 record into this 
weekend's S-C Invitational Tournament, trailed by only two at 
the half, 31-29. But Parkview, which pushed its record to 3-0, 
cashed in at the free throw line in the final two periods. 
The Tigers were whistled for only four fouls in the first half, 
but were called for 14 in the last two quarters. 
“ I don’t like to blame the officials,” Porter said, “ but I felt 
like the officials took the game away from our kids, especially in 
the second half,” Porter added, comparing his team’s 14 fouls in 
the second half to Parkview’s in the same periods of play. 
“ The first half was one of the finest high school games I ’ve 
even seen, but we made some mistake and foul situations turned 
the game around in the second half,” he added. 
Skip McGuire, the Tigers’ 6-6 center turned in one of the best 
performances of his prep career, connecting on six-of-six from 
the field and four-of-five from the free throw line. McGuire’s 16 
points was second only to forward Pat Fiene (17) for individual 
team honors. Pete Fiene. the only other Tiger in double figures, 
scored 13. 
Harrison, a 6-0 transfer to Parkview from Rolla. was the 
Vikings' leading scorer entering the game, but the Tigers’ 
defense held him to only seven points. Paine and Hogg picked 
up the slack. Hogg, a 6-6 junior letterman, tossed in 21 from his 
post position. Paine, a 6-2 senior, added 20. 
Parkview outshot the Tigers from the field percentage-wise, 
47-43, and Porter again brought up the Tigers’ poor shot 
selection.

His in­ 
jury later was discovered to 
be a fractured bone in the 
neck and Lohmeyer un­ 
derwent surgery and an ex­ 
tended period of rehabilita­ 
tion.

The suit seeks damages for 
“ loss of wages, loss of one 
year of his contract in pro 
football, aggravation of in­ 
jury, pain and suffering. ” 
In an interview Saturday 
Steadman viewed the suit as a 
bad precedent for sports from 
the high school through the 
professional level. 


“ If team physicians become 
involved in these types of 
frivolous lawsuits, it could 
greatly restrict their ability to 
obtain m a lp r a c t ic e in ­ 
surance.” Steadman said. 


“ And if an active player can 
win this type of suit, I think it 
could have far-reaching ef­ 
fects on all forms of sports. ” 


Steadman said two physi­ 
cians in California, whom he 
declined to name, have been 
notified their malpractice in­ 
surance is not renewable if 
they continue as team physi­ 
cians.

“ Now,” he said, “ we have a 
situation where a doctor is 
having to make sideline exam­ 
inations and decisions without 
the benefit of all the sophis­ 
ticated equipment available to 
him either at his office or the 
hospital.

The proposals to do away 
with spring football and fresh 
man and junior varsity sports 
will take effect next year. 
The package also included 
measures; 
—requiring each school to 
participate in at least eight 
sports 
—instructing athletic direc­ 
tors to cut down on trans­ 
portation costs. 
—encouraging schools to 
use dormitory housing and 
food serv ic e for visiting 
teams. 
—allowing only the team 
and individual winners in each

The measure will also limit 
the number of dates or con­ 
tests each team may play to 
the following: football 10;

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'Mysteries of leprosy slowly being unraveled 


EDITOR S NOTE — The so­ 
cial stigma of leprosy hasn’t 
disappeared yet. Far from it. 
But science is slowly con­ 
quering the disease and pro­ 
ducing the drugs that permit 
lepers to live normal lives.

BROW NSVILLE. Tex (AP) 
— A Mexican-American labor­ 
er, wearing rough khaki and 
carrying a plaid cloth suit­ 
case, waits on a Brownsville 
street for a state-owned sta­ 
tion wagon to take him to his 
annual hospital checkup. He’ll 
be back at work in a week. 
A man wheels his sleek sta­ 
tion wagon up to his Louisiana 
home and waves to a couple 
next door. They smile and 
walk over 
T h ey’re ac­ 
customed to the bluish-black 
stain of his skin and take no 
notice. 
In San Francisco, a lawyer 
pauses in his fashionable 
home to swallow a capsule of 
medication. Then he and 
rushes to his busy day 
The three, widely separated 
by geography, life-style and 
economics, are among the 
3,000 American victims of an 
ancient disease that still 
haunts mankind. The disease 
is leprosy, whose mysteries 
medical science is just begin­ 
ning to unravel. 
New drugs can control 
leprosy in most cases and re­ 
search is moving slowly 
toward a cure. Last month, 
Olaf A. Skinsnes of the 
University of Hawaii Medical 
School, reported that leprosy 
bacteria had been grown in a 
laboratory culture for the first 
time. His accomplishment, if 
confirmed, would make it 
easier to develop a vaccine. 
Leprosy’s stigma is less 
than it once was because 
drugs now can prevent 
leprosy’s ravages in most new 
cases. But the disease still 
arouses fear, and thousands of 
its 15 m illio n vic tim s 
worldwide still suffer social 
rejection. 
Texas’ Rio Grande Valley 
north of here is the “ hottest” 
endemic area in the U.S. for 
leprosy, or Hansen’s Disease. 
Experts say a native-born 
focus of the disease here can 
be traced back four or five 
generations. Thirty or more 
cases a year are found in Tex­ 
as. 
Leprosy also is disagnosed 
regularly in Hawaii, Florida, 
Louisiana, California and New 
York, although many of those 
cases are immigrants who ac­ 
quired the disease from other 
endemic areas of the world. 
Leprosy has resisted 
medical research as has no 
other infectious disease. The 
villain is Mycobacterium 
Lepra, a rod-shaped bacteria 
c l o s e l y r e s e m b l i n g 
tuberculosis that was first 
identified in 1874 by Dr. Ger­ 
hard A. Hansen, a Norwegian 
who gave his name to the dis­ 
ease. 
★ ★ ★ 


Until last month, Mycobac­ 
terium Lepra was the one 
known disease bacteria that 
had not been cultured in a 
laboratory. Its life cycle — 
knowledge essential to its con­ 
trol — remains unknown. 
The bacteria reproduces so 
slowly that research pro­ 
cedures requiring only hours 
or days with other diseases 
can take months with leprosy. 
Until recent years, humans 


after their disease was arrest­ 
ed, because laws in their 
home states prohibiited their 
return. 
In 1961. health officials in 
Texas, which has the most 
new cases, moved against the 
“ send ’me away and forget 
’em” school of patient care. 
Led by Dr. M.S. Dickerson, 
chief of the communicable 
disease services in Texas, of­ 
ficials developed an out­ 
patient program. It was the 
first major move against the 
public health hysteria toward 
leprosy and “ a revolutionary 
concept” at the time. 
“ We said let them come 
home,” said Dr. Dickerson. 
“ We feel that after two 
months of treatment, (a pa­ 
tient )... is no longer a menace 
to his community and should 
be welcomed back with open 
arms. 


Texas now provides free 
transportation to Carville — 
both ways. 
Social attitudes, however, 
lag behind medical progress. 
In many towns and cities in 
the Rio Grande Valley, it is 
still a common belief that lep­ 
rosy is a curse from an out­ 
raged God against those guilty 
of monstrous sin. 
Around Carville and nearby 
Baton Rouge, La., where the 
true nature of the illness is 
generally understood, patients 
are accepted as part of the 
community. 
There are about 250 patients 
at the hospital who have de-

“ Leprosy research could 
not possibly keep pace with 
the achievements against 
other infectious diseases 
because there exists this con­ 
spiracy of obstacles,’' said Dr. 
Wallem ar Kirchheimer, a 
U.S. Public Health Service 
scientist and leading leprosy 
researcher. 
The leprosy bacteria is 
thought to be spread by close 
contact, such as among family 
members. Symptoms may not 
appear for three to 10 years, 
the longest incubation period 
of any known disease. 
Experts believe 95 per cent 
of people are naturally im­ 
mune to leprosy. Of the other 
five per cent, many who con­ 
tract it develop mild forms. 
Symptoms are sim ilar to 
dozens of other skin diseases 
and patients often undergo 
treatment for the wrong af­ 
fliction. 
Unchecked, leprosy attacks 
small nerves, causing the skin 
n e a r b y 
to 
b e c o m e 
anesthetized. Hands and feet 
can become numb. Nodules 
form on the external ears and 
in the nose. Eyebrows and 
lashes fall off. 
With no sensitivity in hands 
and feet, patients can hurt 
themselves and never feel it. 
Bones and tissue seem to melt 


away, not from leprosy but 
from injury and infection. F i­ 
nally, there is blindness. 
For generations, isolation 
was the only treatment. 
Lep ro sy colonies w ere 
established; some still exist. 
The U .S. Pu b lic Health 
Hospital in Carville, La., is 
the main U.S. treatment 
center for leprosy, and some 
patients still recall being pris­ 
oners than patients. 
Louis Boudreaux, 60, has 
spent more than 40 years at 
the hospital, on the Mississip­ 
pi River 78 miles up from New 
O rleans. He came as a 
frightened 19-year-old and 
was locked behind a high 
fence. 
In the decades since, he’s 
seen a sweeping revolution in 
the care and treatment of 
Hansen’s Disease. “Carville 
was a place of no hope,” when 
he f i r s t c a m e , s a i d 
Boudreaux.

tients improved rapidly. Sud­ 
denly there was hope. 
Other breakthroughs have 
followed. In 1960. researchers 
developed a way to artifically 
infect the footpads of 
laboratory mice with leprosy. 
This “ experimental disease” 
enables doctors to test an- 
tileprosy drugs. 
Some experts believe that 
leprosy takes advantage of a 
flaw in the immunity system 
of its victims. Carville ex­ 
perimenters are conducting 
tests to find a way to awaken 
or repair that immunity and 
thus control the disease. 
Powerful new synthetic an­ 
tibiotics. used with DDS. now 
control leprosy for 90 per cent 
of its victims. They have 
created a new life for many 
patients who once were the 
most shunned of humans. 
Until recent years, patients 
sent to Carville often re­ 
mained there for years, even

Plane collision is averted

CHICAGO (AP) - A Trans 
World Airlines jet with 77 per­ 
sons aboard narrowly missed 
colliding at 21,000 feet with a 
United Airlines plane carrying 
60 passengers, federal author­ 
ities said. 
The near-miss Friday over 
Lake Michigan was the second 
time in nine days a TWA air­ 
craft came close to an aerial 
crash. A Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration spokesman said it 
was the 14th near-miss this 
year. 
Passengers said the TWA jet 
swerved sharply to avoid colli­ 
sion but no passenger or crew 
member on either Boeing 727 
jet was injured. 
On Nov. 26, a Trans World 
Airlines jumbo jet carrying 114 
persons from Philadelphia to 
Los Angeles and an American 
Airlines plane with 194 persons 
came within 20 to 100 feet of 
each other near Detroit. Twen­ 
ty-four persons were injured 
when the pilot of the American 
jet swerved sharply to avoid 
collision. 
FAA spokesman Neal Calla­ 
han said the near-miss Friday 
occurred at 4:39 p.m. CST on 
the Michigan side of the lake 
about 60 miles northeast of 
O’Hare International Airport, 
the world’s busiest. 
U nited flight 291 was en route 
to Chicago from Providence, 
R.I., and TWA flight 403 was 
approaching O’Hare from Hart­ 
ford, Conn. 


“ The TWA captain reported 
that he came up behind the 
United aircraft at the same al­ 
titude, saw it when it was about 
300 feet in front, made an im­ 
mediate left turn and descend­ 
ed about 100 feet,’’ Callahan 
said. 
He said both flights continued 
on to O’Hare and landed safely. 
Both pilots filed reports, but 
there was no immediate reason 
given for the near miss, which 
was under investigation by the 
FAA. 
“ Visibility was unlimited at 
the time of the incident’’ and 
weather was no factor, Calla­ 
han said. 


A passenger on the United 
plane notified The Associated 
Press of the near-miss. He said 
the TWA plane swerved sharply 
to the left to avoid hitting the 
United plane which had just 
been cleared to descend into its 
landing approach pattern. 
The passenger, a Wilmette, 
111., businessman who asked not 
to be identified, said the jet 
“ went into a holding pattern 
over the lake and (we) were 
about 15 minutes to a landing. 
“ The captain was announcing 
the weather and said we had 
broken a heat record today. His 
next words were, 
The old 
record was....’ and at that point 
a TWA 727 passed us coming 
up behind us and banking to 
the left about 50 feet under our 
left wing.’’ The passenger esti­ 
mated the TWA pilot steered 
the plane into “ about a 45-de-

Nine American Cities: 
How They Stay Afloat As \ew Yhrk 
Churns the Waves

There is a growing consensus (except perhaps in the White 
House) that many—if not most—of the nation’s cities face a rocky 
road. One finance director in a small city puts it bluntly: ‘New York 
is poisoning the well for all of us.’ ”

Henry once likened big cities to 
“a m other’s knee,” and poet Carl 
Sandburg affectionately recalled 
'Chicago as the “city of the big 
shoulders.” Plutarch put it bluntly: “The 
city is the teacher of the man." But to lis­ 
ten to critics today, the city is as popular 
as a spider bite. One of the biggest of them 
all is casually described as a “pain-plagued 
Colossus on the Hudson.” New York, of 
course. That wonderful town. 
Some say it all began in spring of 1971 
when then-Controller Abraham Beame 
convinced then-M ayor John Lindsay to 
handle a little matter of S25-million in 
end-of-the-year teachers* salaries by dat­ 
ing their checks July 1st instead of June 
30th— the last day of New York’s fiscal 
year. Thus, with one magical stroke of a 
pen. last year’s expenses had become next 
year's expenses. The city began living on 
borrowed money. 
At the time, the press hailed C on­ 
troller 
Beam es deft 
juggling 
of 
city 
finances as financial wizardry. Ironically. 
Beame is now Mayor, and more often than 
not these days he is accused of financial 
skulduggery. His response is: “We were 
all responsible." In effect, the city’s spend­ 
ing ran right past the ability of its tax­ 
payers to keep up. Ten years ago New 
York spent S236-million for police. Now 
it’s spending S734-million. In that same 
decade education costs soared from $675- 
million to $ 1.9-billion and welfare from 
S416-million to $2.4-billion. The bottom 
line: New York City is now over S12- 
billion in debt! 
But if New York is in trouble, there is 
also a growing consensus (except perhaps 
in the White House) that many— if not 
most— of the nation's cities face a simil­ 
arly rocky road. One finance director in a 
small city puts it bluntly: "New York is 
poisoning the well for all of us." 
The facts are plain: State and local 
spending in America is growing trem en­ 
dously and is at an all-time high now of 
$221.5-billion. This is money spent for 
schools, wages, pension benefits and social 
services. The total tax-exempt debt stands 
at a record high of $200-billion. up over 
100 percent since 1965.

So the question is: If New York can’t 
carry its load, what about other cities? 
What are they doing to keep their house 
in order? To find out. we talked to top- 
ranking financial officials in several cities, 
and the answers that came back provide 
an interesting, if often neglected, view of 
what makes our cities run. 


LAS VEGAS 


This is a unique city whose revenues 
are based on glitter and glamour. The city 
has a $31-million budget and has 1.100 
employes servicing a 
population of 140.000 
( a far cry from New 
York, which has more 
em ployes per cap ita 
th an p ra c tic a lly any 
other city). 
M arvin L eavitt is 
finance director here 
Marvin Leavitt 
ancj 
says; "if we see 


a deficit, we just cut back. When we sawr 
the recession coming, we stopped all hir­ 
ing from the first of the year. We don’t 
believe in debt financing. It’s O.K. if you 
can pay it back in the same year, other­ 
wise you’re gambling on the future and 
that doesn't always work out. I'm glad 
we re not in New York's situation, but 


we re watching things a lot more closely 
now to make sure we don’t get into 
that rut." 


SAN ANTONIO 


T here’s no deficit financing in this city 
of 800,000. which has an annual budget 
of $ 150-million. Finance Director Carl 
W hite explains that 
"the city is operated 
in a responsible, fiscal 
manner. We don't have 
deficit fin an cin g (a 
longstanding feature in 
New York) because we 
feel that's putting off 
the inevitable. We pay 
Carl White 
as we go. We tailor 
our budget to fit our revenues.” 
But White offers a glimpse into a prob­ 
lem that will tax cities in the years to 
come. “The big change has been that citi­ 
zens expect more from governments than 
they did five years ago. Here we have nu­ 
trition programs for the young and for 
senior citizens, lower bus fares for the 
elderly, youth programs, programs for the 
disadvantaged and a SlO.OOO-homestead- 
ing exemption for some. Fortunately, our 
revenues are growing so we are able to 
keep up." 


LITTLE ROCK 


Assistant Finance Director Earl Paul 
explained how his city of 139.703 keeps 
a rein on finances. “We can't finance defi­ 
cits here. It's illegal. Everything must be 
on a cash basis. There's no room for tom­ 
foolery when you're on a cash basis and 
the public understands that. 
“Sure the cynicism around New York 
paper [bonds] is spilling over. It's ridicu­ 
lous. Our paper is solid as rock, but New 
York's trouble is going to pull our rates 
way up." Paul agrees that New York has 
unique problems, though: "This is con­ 
servative country, and work walkouts like 
they have up there wouldn't get much sup­ 
port here. That helps us a lot.” 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Com er Coppie is director of budget and 
management and is typical of the bright 
men who stand in the shadow of the poli­ 
ticians residing in city 
halls between the two 
coasts. 
C o p p ie sa y s one 
problem cities have is 
that they are "labor- 
in te n s iv e .” m e a n in g 
th a t it ta k e s ma ny 
workers to run a city. 
Comer Coppie 
"That's not as true of 
state and Federal governments because 
they're mostly involved in transfer of pay­ 
ments. They don't have to clean streets." 
He says his city has a hiring freeze in 
effect and that it is now trying to reduce 
the number of employes from 38.000 to 
35.000. "We have our problems." he says, 
"but we try to anticipate them before they 
develop. We do this with a multi-year 
financing plan that projects about five 
years ahead.” The city's budget is $1-bil­ 
lion and Coppie says much of that cost 
is for payroll, “so we try to maintain con­ 
trol of our employment base and try not 
to allow an incremental growth.”

"W hat's happening in New York is 
frightening." says William Redmond, a 
senior analyst in the Sacramento city m an­ 
ager's office. His city faces a cash crunch 
and is now trying such budget-pruning

Bicentennial Question: 
— -------------- — __-----------------------» 
And What Was Christmas 
Like In1776?

H 


ow did those early Americans 
celebrate Christmas way back 
in 1776? 


In d iffe re n t ways. T he 
Dutch in New Amsterdam kept Christ­ 
mas gala, yet held it as a significant 
family institution. The New England 
Pilgrims considered noisy merriment a 
sacrilege; stores there stayed open and 
workers had no holiday on Christmas 
Day. To the worldly Virginians. Christ­ 
mas was the greatest of holidays, to be 
enjoyed in elegant fashion. G erman set­ 
tlers in Pennsylvania went in whole­ 
heartedly for celebration, which led to 
many of today’s holiday customs. 
But that isn't all! 
Here is a rundown of what did— and 
didn't— exist on Christmas Day, 1776. 
Carols. Yes, most of the nation's 
forebears, especially the English colo­ 
nists. sang carols on Christmas Eve. 
Among the revered carols were “God 


Rest Ye Merry, Gentlemen” and “Joy 
to the World!” “O Come All Ye Faithful” 
and even “Deck the Halls.” 
Gift-Giving. It was the Germans in 
Pennsylvania who brought the tradition 
that the Christ Child 
(Christkindl— 
which means Christ Child in G erm an— 
became Kriss Kringle) gave gifts to 
children on Christmas Eve, but holiday 
gift-giving had also been common in 
Britain. Generally the presents came in 
the form of such edibles as fruit, cakes, 
hams or turkeys. Items like handmade 
furniture and jewelry were probably 
also exchanged. The poor, particularly, 
were provided for with food. 
Stockings on the Mantel. This came 


from the Dutch, only instead of stock­ 
ings youngsters put shoes at the fireplace 
on Christmas Eve. By morning the shoes 
would be filled with small goodies. 
Christmas Dinner. Christmas feasts 
were usually served in midafternoon. 
Food was both plentiful and varied. In 
wealthy Virginia, dish followed dish— 
roast turkey, veal, duck, fowl, ham and 
roast beef; then plum pudding, mince 
pie and jellies. Hot toddies were drunk 
with many a toast made to the ladies, to 
the flourishing tobacco plantations and 
to the coming year. Elsewhere in the 
colonies, wine, punch and brandy often 
accompanied Christmas dinners. An old 
English drink called syllabub (slang for 
liquor) was very popular. It came in 
many flavors, and often lemon juice and 
a bit of rind were included in the recipes. 
Christmas Trees. No. In 1776 the 
colonists did not have Christmas trees. 
But they did use foliage on Christmas— 
wreaths of holly, mistletoe, pine, laurel 
and other evergreens. Mostly the wreaths 
decorated entrance doors, with other 
evergreens displayed inside the home to 
provide a festive atmosphere. The Christ­ 
mas tree didn't make its debut in Amer­ 
ica until 1821, in the German immigrant 
community of Lancaster, Pa. 
Santa Claus. No, alas, the colonists 
did not know about Santa Claus. The 
Dutch immigrants' reverence for Sinter- 
klaas or St. Nicholas evolved gradually 
into this jovial old fellow. But it was not 


until 1822. when Clement M oore wrote 
his classic “ ‘Twas the Night Before 
Christmas,” that Santa became popular. 
The Yule Log. In regions settled by 
the English, the yule log was burned. On 
Christmas Eve. the log— often a huge 
section of oak— was brought in and set 
on the hearth. Every night until Twelfth 
Night, the official end of the season, the 
yule log was placed for a while on the 
fire. It was then removed and kept under 
a bed for the ensuing year as protection 
against thunder and fire. The rugged 
pioneers kept burning yule logs as the 
new nation pushed Westward. 
Christmas Cards. Christmas cards 
were not exchanged in 1776; the phe­ 
nomenon did not originate until 1843 in 
E ngland. “ But the early c o lo n ists,” 
George Parker of Hallmark Cards tells 
us, “did do a lot of visiting in each other’s 
homes on Christmas Day to convey yule- 
tide greetings.” 
On Christmas 1776, the people did 
have something very special to celebrate: 
that was the famous crossing of the 
Delaware by Washington and his troops. 
The Redcoats and the hired Hessians, 
enjoying a rousing festival at Trenton, 
had failed to set watch, in the sur­ 
prise attack, the Hessian mercenaries 
were soundly beaten after a critical bat­ 
tle. Washington’s ragged army gave their 
commander a rare Christmas present— 
and gave themselves 
a place in history.

Bob Hoskins, the 30-year-old defensive 
tackle for the San Francisco 49 ers, is one 
athlete who knows that the expression 
“Never say die” is more than an idle cliché. 
Early in 1973, Hoskins was stricken with 
Hodgkin’s disease—a deadly ailment that 
strikes the lymph nodes and the spleen. 
Hoskins, however, refused to surrender. 
With the aid of modern medicine, he not 
only defeated the illness, but he managed 
to return to pro football. As Paul Wiggin, 
former 49 ers defensive line coach, says: 
“There’s no obstacle that’s too big for him 
to lick.”. .. Overcoming adversity is nothing 
new for Hosjdns. A native of Edwardsville, 
III., he had to drop out of college after two 
years for economic reasons. He had 
married and become a father at an early 
age and, in order to earn a living, went to 
work in a munitions factory. He later began 
to play tackle for a minor-league team 
caNed the Seattle Rangers, but the pay was 
slim and he still had to work in the factory 
during the off-season. A San Francisco 
scout liked his drive, and the 49 ers drafted 
him in 1969. His first season in the big- 
time pro game ended suddenly when he 
had to undergo knee surgery. He lost a 
good part of his second season because 
of a dislocated shoulder. Still, he didn’t 
give up. He came back in 1973 and became 
a first-string tower of strength. Then came 
the shocker: He noticed a small growth 
near his left armpit. He reported it promptly 
to the team physician. Three days later, 
the growth was removed by surgery. A 
week after that, he went to the operating 
room again, this time for removal of his 
spleen. While in the hospital, he saw a 
medical show on TV that said there was no 
cure for Hodgkin’s disease. When he asked 
his doctor what he should do, he was told, 
“Stop watching TV.”. . .“So I stopped 
watching—and was completely healed,”

now. and it didn’t matter to 
either of them that she knew 
nothing about writing songs 
and even less about singing and 
playing the keyboard. If the 
public clamored for Paul, they 
had to get used to the idea that 
they were going to get Linda, 
too. And it looks as if every­ 
one did, eventually. Their LP 
“Band on the Run” was high in 
the charts for over a year. 
Linda takes her ascent into 
the public eye as a matter of 
course now that she is part of
